Reegan 
In Korea as 
Escort Guard

Army Pvt. Robert R. Reagan, 
whose wife, Joan, lives at 24600 
Cypress St., Lomita, is one of the 
hand-picked group from Korean 
Communication Zone headquarters 
now supervising prisoner of war 
exchange In 'Operation Big Switch" 
at Munsan, Korea.

Now serving as a prisoner of 
war escort guard in the tent city 
provisional headquarters set up on 
the devastated Korean village, he 
is normally assigned to the 595th 
Military Police Escort Guard Com­ 
pany.

Private Reagan entered the 
Army in November 1952 and ar­ 
rived in Korea this June.

Units of the Korean Communi­ 
cation Zone, which supervised the 
safeguarding and maintenance of 
prisoners of war during combat, 
are now processing and transport­ 
ing to the repatriation point all 
Communist soldiers and civilians 
who want to go home. The com­ 
mand is also responsible for re* 
turning American jepatriates to 
the UN port of embarkation at 
Inchon.
